DANGEROUS DRUGS: 


One trembles to think what might 
have. happened to many civilised 
communities if the dangerous drug 
traffic had been allowed to develop 
unchécked after the War. New 
drugs have been discovered and 
new methods and opportunities of 
production developed which have 
added enormously to the difficulties 
of both national- and international 
control.- Fortunately the machinery 
which: the League _of :Nations_has 
established for dealing with the 
problem is of a flexible character 
and can be altered and adapted to 
meet an ever-changing situation. 
That is why new drugs Conventions 
have to be adopted at falrly fre- 
quent intervals and why there are 
saveral bodies, and not merely one, 
dealing with the matter, each of 
course responsibly for one particu- 
lar aspect of the problem. Tio of 
the three Lengue bodies dealing 
with the drug menace recently 
met. One of these Is the 
Supervisory Body set up by the’

THE “MENACE” IN BRITAIN'S: 


NEW SEDITION BILL. 


HE. Sedition Bill has become 

notorious as an onslaught on 
the Ilberties of the subject. At- 
tacks on it hnve come from overy 
political quarter, and the Govern- 
ment has showed its hesitation by 
amending the original draft. But 
cyen in its present form the 
gravest objections romain, and 
since the Government threatens to 
pass it into law it js clear that 
they need restating. : : 


’ These objections are,‘ firstly, 
that the Bill would render crim: 
inal many. legitimate and valuable 
human activities; and, ‘secondly, 
that it introduces a highly vexati- 
ous right of scarch. 


What are these activities which 
are to be penalised? After pro- 
viding In Section 1 that it shall 
be an offence to try to seduce any 
member. of the forces from his 
duty, the Bill proceeds to make it 
an offence to have documents in 
one’s possession “with Intent to 
commit” the offence of trying to 
seduce the troops from their duty. 


Examination shows that this -is 
far worse than it sounds for it 
is clear that any written argument 
addressed to the troops urging that 
killing or fighting {s wrong, or 
that unarmed strikers protesting 
against intolerable conditions of 
labour should not be shot down, 
would constitute an offence. 


The great ovil of the Bil is that 
it not merely prevents these 
arguments being addressed to the 
troops, but also very elfectively 
prevents them being addressed to 
anyone. else. The only practical 
method nowadays lof addressing 
arguments to the public is to print 
them; and, if one publishes printed 
matter, one is bound to contem- 
plato that among one’s readers 
there will certainly be some mem- 
bers of the forces. ot

In many Continental countries 
the police have wide powers of 
entry into private houses to search 
for evidence of supposed offences;

people, and above all to those 
citizens, valuable. but ‘sometimes 
unpopular, who are of “advanced” 
views. .

should be fealoualy restricted, and 
the last serious efforta to widen 
auch powers without justification 
were rejected in scathing language 
by Chief Justice Camden in 1705.

The industrial competition 
which Japan is offering to other 
countries is still the subject of 
worldwide attention. It «will be 
of interest, therefore, to take 
notice of the Japanese view of 
the problem and more particular- 
ly of the effects of increased 
Japanese expansion on the in- 
dustrial and social standards of 
other countries, This has been 
set forth at some length’ in a 
reply to figures quoted by the 
Director of the International 
Labour Office showing the mark- 
ed rise in Japan's overseas trade 
from 1931 to 1933. The first 
point made is that to take the 
figures for 1931 is to create an 
erroneous impression of the 
situation, since that: was an 
abormal year. It is contended 
that as, compared with 1929, 
Japanese exports last year show- 
ed a decrease _of_14 per cent, in 
value, and, as compared with 
1926, a decrease of 26 per cent. 
Moreover, the foreign trade of 
Japan in 1933 represented only 
3.09 of world trade, whilst the 
increase in. the nation’s total 
trade between 1929 and 1933 did 
not amount to more than 0.23 
per cent, and the increase 
in export trade to only 
0.20 per cent. It’is claimed 
that many countries notably 
France, Britain) and Belgium, 
have increased their — trade 
to a much greater extent 
A point to be kept 
in mind, however, in taking trade 
lyvalues ix the extent of the de- 
preciation of the yen in terms of 
other currencies. One of the 
most interesting submissions 
made is that by her foreign 
trade, Japan ig contributing to 
the industrial recovery of the 
countries with which she is trad- 
ing. In support of this point, it 
is stated that with, her scanty 
natural resourees, Japan — is 
compelled ‘to buy most of her 
raw materials from abroud—38 
per cent. of the iron, 40 per cent. 
of the wheat, and 100 per cent. 
of the cotton and wool- which she 
requires, It is thus argued 
that should Japanese exports be 
suddenly ‘checked and her im- 
ports correspondingly decrease, 
the people who will suffer most 
directly will be the manufac-

of raw materials the world over. 
These points are illuminating as 
showing how Japan ‘views this 
big. problem, especially -also_in 
view of the further contention 
that Japanese progress in recent

Now 
drugs have beon discovered and 
new methods nnd opportunities of 
production developed which have 
added enormously to the difficulties 
of both national and international 
control, Fortunately the machinery 
which the League of Nations has 
ertnblished " for_denling with__the | 
problem is of a flexible character 
and can be altered and adapted to 
meet an ever-changing situation. 
That is why. new drugs Conventions 
have to be. adopted at fairly fre- 
quent ‘intervals and why there are 
several bodies, and not’ merely one, 
dealing with the matter, each of 
course responsible: for one particu- 
lar aspect of the problem, ‘Two of 
the three League bodies dealing 
with the drug menice recently 
met. One of ° these ‘is the 
Supervisory Body set up by the 
1931 Convention for the Limitation 
of tho Manufacture of ‘Dangerous 
Drugs, which met at Geneva at tho 
beginning of October. The other 
is the Permanent Central Opium 
Vourd which met on October 18.

5 a THE “MENACE” IN BRITAIN'S 
-, NEW SEDITION BILL. - 


MPVHE Sedition Bill has become 

notorious aa an onslaught on 
the Hbortics of the subject. * At- 
tucks on it have come from covery 
political quarter, and the Govern- 
ment has showed its hesitation by 
amending the original draft. But 
even in its ‘present form the 
xravest objections romain, and 
alnea the Government threatens to 
pass it into law ‘it Is clear that 
they need restating. | 


These objections are, firstly, 
that the Bill would render crim- 
inal many legitimate and valuable 
human activities; and, secondly, 
that it introduces a highly vexati- 
ous right of search, 


What are these activities which 
are to be penalised? After pro- 
viding In Section 1 that‘it shall 
be an offence to try to seduce any 
member of the forces from his 
duty, the Bill proceeds to make it 
nan offence to haye documenta in 
one’a possession “with Intent .to 
commit” the offence of trying to 
seduce the troops from their duty. 


Examination shows that thin is 
far worse than it sounda for it 
is clear that any written argument 
addressed to the troops urging that 
Killing or fighting is wrong, or 
that unarmed strikers protesting 
against intolerable conditions of 
labour should not be shot down, 
would constitute an offence. 


Tho grent evil of the Bill is that 
it not merely prevents these 
arguments being addressed to the 
troops, but also very effectively 
prevents them being addressed to 
anyone else. The only practical 
method nowadays iof addressing 
arguments to the public is to print 
them; and, if one publishes printed 
mutter, one is bound to contem- 
plato that among one’s renders 
there will certainly be some mem- 
bers of the forces. 


Now, it is & well-known rule of 
law that one must be taken to 
contemplate’ the natural con- 
sequences of one'a own acta; and 
it follows that nobody .cun safely 
print anything for general publica- 
tion if it contains any ‘nrgument 
that might weaken 2a soldier's 
alleginnee.

“The other main objection to the 


Bill, thnt relating to the power of 
search,, ia equally serous. 


In many Continental countries 
the police have wide powers of 
entry into private houses to search 
for evidence of supposed offences; 
and it is well known that when 


police jowera. of entry. and scarch 
should be jealously restricted, and 
the last acrioun efforts to vider | 
auch, powers without justification 
were rejected in scathing language 
by Chief Justice Camden in 1705. 
Yet, in 1994, i! in sought by thir 
Bill to create wide powers of acarch, 
amounting to a very grate inroad 
into our civil Ubertics, 


The Bill proposes that, to obtain 
the warrant, a police inspector 
must get two Justices of the’ peace 
to meet: together (not in public, 
and ip the absence of the parties 
involved), and must then tell them 
the facts which make it reasonable 
to suspect. that someone (not 
necessarily the peraon whose house 
is to be searched) may have: done 
some act made punishable by the 
Bill. . : 


No more thun that is needed to 
obtain the warrant, 


Now let us see what powers it 


confers, It gives the Inspector 
power to enter by force at any 
hour of the day or night during 
the following month any premlacs 
or place named in the warrant. 
Nelther the premises, nor any 
person or thing on them, necd be 
connected in. ony way with the 
suspected offence; all that Is neces- 
sary in that the premises should 
be named in the warrant, 


Once inside, the inspector and 
his officers may search without 
restriction the premises and every- 
body they can find there, whether 
thought to have any connection 
with the matter or not. And they 
may selze and take away with them 
anything which they “have reason- 
able grounds for suspecting” to 
amount to any evidence that an 
offence ‘under the Act has been 
committed. : 


Here ugain the position Is worse 
than appears at first sight; for, as 
the law stands at present anyone 
who 1s lawfully searching any 
premises is entitled, if he. has the 
good fortune to find anything that 
gives some evidence that nnyone 
has committed any criminal offence 
whatso¢ver, to seize that thing. 
The result is that,.once a search 
warrant is granted under this Bill, 
the police would be entitled to 
seize and take awny from the 
premiscs nnd from the persons 
there anything seeming to Indicate 
that_uny_one_of_the_innumerable 
criminal offences known to the law’ 
had been committed by «anyone 
whatsoever. 


Small wonder in the cireum- 
atances that, after much Govern- 
ment indignation had been. dis- 
played against the charge of at- 
tempting to introduce “General 


Warrunts,” the ‘Attorney-General.

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__ INTERPRETATION 


By CLEM LEWIS. 


‘Apparently the interpretations 
given to some of our Rugby laws 
need standaordising. During the 
Pere fortnight I have received 15 
etters from various people, 
chiefly captains of smaller clubs, 
asking whether such-and-such js 
the proper interpretation of a cer- 
tain law. The trouble would ap- 

ear to be that they encounter re- 
erees who differ to the extent 
of being diametrically opposed. 
Here are a few of the points. I 
have been asked to adjudicate 
upon: . ‘ 

“A. player taking « pass knocks 
the ball forward in the air, catch- 
ing it again. The referee to-day 
hllowed it, as others do. Most re- 
fereea do not. Who, fs’ right?” . 

Unquestionably those who do not 
allgw it, for the Jaw says, “A knock 
on occurs when the ball, after 
striking the hand or arm of.a 
player, travels in tho direction of 
his opponents’ dead ball line.” 
Note, however, that the ball muat 
atrike the hand or arm of a player, 
[It is not d'knock on ‘if {t merely 


nebounde’ from the chest, when a 


hand or arm is not touched. 

Now we came to conalders 1 
second query of equal Interest to 
our fraternily: ora 

“In taking a penalty kick, when 
the kicker is allowed to place the 
ball, is he allowed to touch’ It a 
second, and cven & third time? 
Some. referces order a: scrum, 
whilst others allow the apposing 
side to charge upon the second 
touching.” : . 

Searching through the laws, I 
find nothing which says a penalty 
tnker cannot touch the ball a 
second or even third time. Law 
24, Section C. saya: “All players 
of the opposing team must remain 
passive , until the kick has 
been taken.” This in’ any case 
disallows any opponent charging. 
Should a player waste time over 
taking a-penalty he himself can be 
penalised, according to Law 36. 
Here {8 a third query: 

“A defending player kicks ‘the 
ball dead from the fletd of play. 
Some referees order a scrum five 
yards out, whilst others order it 
at’ the spot ‘from’ which the ball 
was kicked. Who is right?” 

The proper ruling is to order 1 
scrum at'the spot from which the 
ball was kicked dead, even if it 
be on the half-way line. Law 32 
decides this when it states: “If a 
defending player wilfully (note 
wilfally) kick, pass, knock or carry 
the ball back over his own goal- 
line, and it there be made dead, 
except in the cage where a try in 
obtained. the ball shall be brought 
back-and-a-scrummage-formed-at 
the place from which the ball was 
kicked, passed, knocked or enrried 
back.” 


A WRONG DECISION, 

Note the Insertion of the word 
“wilfully.” Many referees Ignore 
this altogether, and wrongly glve 
a scrummage when the ball aceid- 
entally touches a plnyer in the 
field’ of play before being made 
dead, is 
Such a wrong decision is often 
given if a ball slips through ao 
defending: player's hands, and goes 
back over hia goal-line to be.made 
dead. A drop out at the “25” is 
the correct decision here.

Finally, almost without excep- 
tion, ‘my inquirers wish to know 
hdw.T. Interpret the now hooking 
law. My own Gxpericnce: ia that 
most referces nre not bothering a 
great deal about it. What seems | 
to pertain ts that the majority of 
referees are allowing anything 
except the blatant cases of foot 
up.
